There is a stone, however, bearing an inscription 
thereon; thie the peasantry believe to have be- 
longed to it, but, on inspecting the Greek cha- 
racters, it evidently formed a part of the temple 
occupying this site, which temple, as appears in 
the inectiption, was consecrated to Neptune. 
From the appearances of the foundation, which 
may etill be traced in ite original state, the 
edifice must have been considerable. It stood 
on an elevated situation from which the A cropo- 
lie j@ seen to great advantage. During our visit 
we distinctly heard discharges of cannon from 
the contending armies then encamped in the 
plaine before that fortress, With Argos and 
Epidaurus we had a delightful view of the eur-

“William Hogarth was rather below the 
middie site; he eye was peculiarly bright and 
p ercing; his look shrewd, sarcastic, and intell:- 
ey the forehead high and round An acci- 

ent in hie youth had left a scar on his brow, 
and he liked to wear his hat taived 90 as to dis- 
play it. He was active in person, bustling in 
manner, and fond of effecting a little state and 
importance. Ile waaof a temper chereful, joy- 
our, and companionable; fond of mirth and good- 
fellowship; desrous of saying strong and point- 
ed things;—ardent in friendship—and in resent- 
ment. Huu tively conversation—his knowledge 
of character—his readiness of ch—and 
quickness of retort, made many covet his com- 
pany, who were scometimes the objects of his sa- 
tire; but he empluyed his wit on those who were 
present, and spared or defended the ebeent. 
His personal spirit wae equal to hie satiric ta- 
lente; he provoked, with hw pencil, the temper 
of those whom it was not prudent to offend; 
with him no vice por folly found shelter behind 
wealth, errank,or power. As to the license 
of his tongue, he himself ofien said that he 
never uttered that sentence about «@ living man 
which he would not repeat gladly to his face: 
asto his works, he always felt conscious of 
their merit, and predicted with equal openness 
that his name would descend with no decrease 
of honor to posterity. He loved state in his 
dress, good order in his household, and the suc- 
cess of hie worka enabled bim to indafge in the 
lusuries of a good table and pleasant guests.’’

A long article, in the Catenomianw Men- 
CURY, appears to have atitacted more attétition 
in Lowpow than any ether of the numerous edi- 
torial speculations on the position and probable 
fate of the Duke of Werrimoronm'’s Cabinet. 
The writer saye:—** What is the real political 
character of the present Administration? This 
is @ question which is esey to put, but esceed- 
ingly dificult to enewer. ft is not Whig, al- 
though it has received, or rather admitted, a 
email infusion of Whiggery; it is not Tory, for, 
by the very fact of emancipating the Catholics, 
it bas denuded itself of ali that ie great, gleri- 
ous, and peculiar in Toryiem; it is not liberal in 
any just sense of the term, for were it to be- 
come so it would be equally hateful to the 
King, and to those in whom his Majesty is 
most inclined to repose his confidence; nor 
can it with propriety be secounted of an oppo- 
site character, considering the glorious achieve- 
ment it has performed, and the support upon 
which it has been, iff a great measure, com- 
pelled to rely. In short, it is a political non- 
descfipt: an Ontitf sui generis, a thing of 
shreds and patches (tenus et alter asswitur 
pannus,) a soldier's jacket bedizened with rage 
of the most contrarious hues, stitched on ap- 
parently at random, without the least regard 
either to assimulation, comfort, or utility; or, to 
sum up the whole in one word, it is the Duke 
of Wellington's Administration. Any thing 
so perfectly anomalous, and so utterly dissimilar 
to all that had been previously known, never, 
perhaps, exwted in this country; and but for 
the bold and vigorous stitches of the great re- 
gimental tailor who patched—we cannot say 
assofted—-the different incongruous panni to- 
gether, they must long ere thie have been se- 
parated from the garment to which they were so 
incuriously and grotesquely attached. The dif- 
ficulties with which the ptesent Ministry have 
at present to contend all arise from ene and 
the same cause: they have alienated one 
great party in the State without secu ing the 
confidence of any other as a counterbalance 
or compensation. By emancipating the Catho- 
lice they outraged every prejudice, and trampled 
upon every principle which the high church and 
high Tory party had most fondly and devotedly 
cherished; while, by immediately courting, coax- 
ing, and attempting to conciliate this exasperated 
faction, they ra sed the suspicions of the old and 
tried friends of toleration, by whose firm and 
cordial co operation the Relief Bill had been in 
a great measure carried. They made the King 
their enemy, and forgot or neglected to make 
the people their friends. To Catholic gratitude 
and support they had indeed established a. solid 
claim; and, in the sanative eflects of the great 
measure by which upwards of eight millions of 
our fellow-subjects had been restored to the 
exercise of their just rights as citizens, they had 
reasor to calculate upon a large reversion of cre- 
dit and popularity, But, as if possessed by the 
demon of infatuation, and determined that the 
work of their own hands should not prosper, they 
had the folly, or rather the madness, t¢ goncert 
@ proecriptive exception against the maa who 
had been mainly instrumental in bringing about 
the emancipation of his co-religionists, and to 
ferce him back to his old element of agitation, 
at the very moment when ?olitical rancemr and 
animosity was beginning to give place tomutual 
forbearance and the oblivion of all past offences. 
Hence their whole career has been a tpurse of 
shifie and expedients to mect the exigencies of 
the hour, without any other rule of setion than 
that of constantly attempting to trims between 
opposite parties and antagonist principles. The 
consequence is, that, with the single exeeption 
of the Relief Bill, they have not dared toadven- 
ture upon any measure of the least consequence, 
or to risk an exhibition of theit own weekness 
and of the strength of their opponents. Self- 
preservation appears to have been their only 
care, the sole object to which all their efforts 
were. directed. Navigating the vessel of that 
state amidst shoals, reefs, breakers, and guick- 
sands, the condition of those on board was w hol- 
ly overlooked in the prevailing anxiety to guard 
against the perils of shipwreck; and it is exclu- 
sively owing to the ekilful pilotage of the saga- 
cious and clear-sighted man at the belm that 
they have not ere thia been foundered or cast 
away. But there are dangers against which even 
hie energy and force of mind, great as they un- 
questionably are, may be insufficient to guard. — 
A crisis is, we fear, gradually approaching, and, 
unless some propitious accident of fortanc, er 
some bold stroke of genius, interpose we avert 
the threatened evil, the days of the present mi- 
nistry ere numbered.’’

France. Ware warto break out between England 
and France,—a fatal event, the ion of 
which the wishes and the interests of two great 
nations doubtless reject,—we shall have only 
two waye of reaching the giant of the ocean, 
who with his thousand arms surrounds and grasps 
the globe. First, to attack et all points the 
commerce which feeds him,—that commerce, 
without which he cannot live; and with large 
frigates, with light equadrons appearing eud- 
denly in every sea, return wpoa him, with good 
faith, after a declaration of war, the evils 
whieh have frequently been inflicted on us 
in the midst of peacd by snemies acting 
like pirates, who are now punished, but who 
would, doubtless, without a blush be imi- 
tated in future. If the attack directed against 
commerce should not be sufficient, the ene- 
my must then be grappled with hand to 
hand, and for this steam will afford the 
means. Steam seems destined, as was well seid 
by the raporter, to establish equality on the 
seas, a8 wder lias on land. It will render 
uselesd naval tactics, éf which Tourville was the 
inventor, but which has proved more advan- 
tagedus to our neighbors than to us. It will set 
asidé the advantages of a windward position, of 
bresking the line, or doubling a line, and of 
all those complicated evolutions, which, at 
Saintes, Aboukir, and Trafalgar, secured to our 
rivals triumphe which our mariners might other- 
wise have wrested from them. Naval battles 
will, perhaps, become what they were in the 
time of the Romans—contests in which inttepi- 
dity, address, physica! force, and numbers, will 
give the victory. Ah! had not he who, from the 
heights of Boulogne so long threatened England, 
rejected the offers made to him for four years 
by the American Fulton, it would not have been 
as a captive that he would have visited the 
banks of the Thames. The forts and all the 
works which terror raised on the other side of 
the channel would no more have impeded the 
march of the ermy of Austerlitz, than the fen- 
cibles or the yeomanry. Other destinies would. 
then have been reserved for the world, and had 
Providence, which has willed that France should 
be free, brought beck amongst us the ancient 
race of our kings, they would not have returned 
with a foreign chief, who, stripping our Museums, 
violating capitulations, trampling on national 
pride, proved to us, as Closterseven proved to 
our fathers, that the traditions of punie faith had 
survived Carthage. I cannot, then, approve the 
reduction of two tnillions from the sum for steam 
boats, nor two millions from the item of mari- 
time operations, certain of which are destined 
to protect on the banks of the Tagus the mar- 
tyres of liberty and legitimacy. I object also to 
the opposition made by the Committee toan ex- 
pense necessary to give a preponderance, which, 
according to the report, we can only acquire at 
the expense of our best interests. We never 
will have « continental wet but such as will be 
excited and paid for by England. It is then on 
England that we should endeavour to make the 
evils of war revert.’ 

After some remarks on the K1wo's disposi- 
tion towards hie ministers, and the influence of 
the Duke of Cumsentawnp, he concludes with 
these remarks:—‘* Our wonder is that the Duke 
of Wellington would submit for a single day to 
the vexations and embarrassments with which 
he has been so artfully surrounded. He has ac- 
quired glory enough to satisfy even the most 
craving ambition; and he is far above that vul- 
gat infirmity of vulgar minds which induces 
them to cling with a desperate tenacity to the 
possession of power. Pride may, indeed, have 
some share in determining his conduct—the 
pride natural to a man who was never conquer- 
ed, and which impels him never to submit or 
yield, But the greatest men that ever lived 
have been forced to bend to the force of circum- 
stances; nor is it possible even for the force of 
circomplances to control the passions or direct 
the interested and selfish views of mankind al- 
ways into a safe and proper channel. If his 
Grace, however, is to continue at the helm, we 
trust that he will look a little more to the 
course he is to steer, and a little less to the pal- 
try idtrigues and devices of those who seek to 
disposses him from his post. The good-will and 
favour of the country at large ought to be the 
main object and study of his ambition. With th sat 
hie back he may defy the devil and Cumberland; 
without it, with all his laurels and all his glory, 
be is at the mercy of the first favorite demirep, 
who may choose to dislike the color of his 
beard or the curl of hie whiskers.”
